CONGRESS BULLETIN, 
Wasurncron, Jan. 20.—But little of inter- 
est was done in Congress to-day. In the House 
the same bill presented in the Senate yester- 
day to enlarge the barbor of Chicago was in- 
‘*woduced and referred. 


A bill was passed to abolish the fac simile 
frank stamps of members’ names, and was ac- 
compamed with the usual buncomb about 
abolishing the franking privilege, 

A bill relieving a number of Virginians from 
their political disabilities was also introduced. 

The rest of the day was spent in the Senate 
on the bill granting additional subsidies to 
the Union Pacific nilroad, eastera division, 
to-enable them to extend their road to 
Cheyenne, with no vote. 

The Senate te-day refused to consider Ed- 
munds’ resolution deciaring that bonds 
should be paid in coin, and took up the New 
York and Washington and Washington and 
Cincinnati railroad bill. Mr. White, of Mary- 
land, opposed the bill and defended the Balti- 
more and Obio Railroad Company. No voic 
was reached.

POSTAL TELEGRAPH, 

The Honse Postal Committee resumed to- 
day the congideration of the Government 
Postal Telegraph Bill, and W. Orton, Presi- 
dent of West Union Company, made an argu- 
ment in opposition tothe bill.

- GRANT'S POSITION. 

In conversation to-day with the New York- 
ers, General Grant again expressed himself in 
favor of vigorous retrenchment in the public 
expenditures, and his opposition to granting 
any more subsidies to the Pacific Railroad at 
present. One line was enough in the condi- 
tion of the public debt. He believed that 
our legislation should b®é directed to financial 
matters. He talked fully -on this and other 
matters, the latter being of but little interest. 

GENERALS IN THE ARMY. 

In the Senate to-day Mr. Wilson, of Mass., 
in*roduced a military bill, the virtual effect of 
which is to make Meade and Sherman Lieu- 
tenant Gencrals, and Hancock and Halleck 
senior Major Generals; and removing Major 
Generals and abolishing the class of Brigadier 
Generals. It was rumored around the capital 
that Grant favored the bill. It was duly re- 
ferred. 

THER MISSOURI MARSHALSHIP 

The President to-day settled the Missouri 
Marshalship, so far as he is concerned, by 
nominating to the Senate Morgan L. Smith, 
In exccutive session, it was referred to the 
Judiciary Committee. The prospect for his 
confirmation is good, provided the Senate de- 
cide to take action on any more of the Presi- 
dent’s nominations. 

COTTON CLAIMS.

Injunction—Highway Robberies—Ncw 
Phase of the Double Tragedy. 
[Special Dispatch to the CourierJournal.] 
CINCINNATI, Jan. 20.—Judge Storr im the 
Superio: Court to-day granted a preliminary 
injunction restraining the Mayor from siguing 
or executing the leases, recently anthorized by 
the City Council, of property for park pur- 


poses. 

Three highway robberies, one after another, 
andin the same spot, oecurred last evening, 
just outside the city limits, of persons riding 
out from business to their homes. Only thrve 
gold watches and a little small change were 
delivered up by the victims. No arrests. 

Some weeks ago the body of a man named 
Asbach and his wife were found at their rooms 
in this city, under circumstances that led to 
the belief that the husband had shot his wife 
and then killed himscif. Since then, Mr. 
Schulte, a brotherof Mrs. A., residing at 
Dayton, has been investigating the matter and 
has arrived at the conclusion that it was a 
double murder, and committed by parties who 
made their way into the house soom after the 
old man returned home. Mr. Schulte says 
there is no room for doubt. 

The money belt which Mrs. A. wre about 
her waist wascut open and the money was 
gone, The drawer was robbed of several dol- 
lars, which the shop girls know to have been 
in there when they closed the store. A 
drawer in the cupboard had been robbed, and 
the boxes oftreasure under the cellar stairs. 
had been hastily dug up and their contents 
carried away. All these circumstances indi- 
cate clearly that Asbach did not murder his 
wife and then take his own life. Schulte’s 
theory is that parties whe had the secret of 
Mrs. A.’s hidden places for her money made 
their way into the house before Mr. A. returned 
home,and that the thigyss,after having secured

was in acorner of the room and the bodies 
were duubtiess hurriedly arranged in the po- 
sition they were found, and the old gun placed 
near the old man, 80 as to at once give the 
impression of murder and suicide.

MONEY AND STOCK MARBET. 
New York, Jan. 20.—Money has been ac- 
tive at sharp 7percentoncall, It is believed 
that amovementto create an artificial strin- 
gency bad been attempted. The banks are 
not exchanging so much currency for certifi- 
cates, and the close was comparatively casy. 
Gold was more steady, although the cost of 
carrying was 7 per cent. The extravagant 
character of the army bill introduced by Sen- 
ator Wilson, is regarded as preceding a reduc- 
tion of expenses, and causes much comment. 
Governments were depressed by moch fhe 
same influences that strengthens gold. Soutb- 
ern and border State bonds were also dull and 
drooping, but again advanced toward the 
close. Railway shares opened weak, 
with New York Central the lead- 
ing feature of the market. The 
publicatian of the extended testimony given 
by Com. Vanderbilt causes some buying, but 
the dealings in the stock are mostly confined 
to those who share the confidence of the con- 
trolling owner of the road, their friends, but 
of few outgiders. A number have the cour- 
age to sell it on speculative account. Accord- 
ingly, on a declining market, it lacks the sup- 
port of purchagers to cover speculative sales, 
and breaks suddenly. The remainder of the 
list bas sympathized to a limited extent with 
the Central Northwestern was noticeably 
week. The fluctuations were quite sharp al 
day, with large dealing in Pittsburg and Mich- 
igan Seuthern, 8t. Paul and Rock Island.) 
The rumors of the probable action of the 
Illinois Legislature in reducing the rates of 
fare were again circulated.

The 
general financial condition at present presents 
an Inauspicious appearance. Merchants claim 
they are unable to make colicetions from coun- 
try merchants, 

The Berdve, the new Cuban Liberal jour- 
nal, mrkes a severe attack upon the Spanish 
Bank. The same paper also denounces the 
aticmpt made this week to assassinate Span- 
ish soldiers. 

The insurgents have burned the town of 
Datil. 

The particulars of the destrection of Bay- 
omo bave been reecived. The inhabitants be- 
fore and after the firing of their houses fled to 
the woods and Guira mountains. It is re- 

orted the conflagration lasted three days. 

The Pressa says the rebels sacked the city 

before setting it on fire. 

Afflicting details are given of want and suf- 
fering of fugitive citizens in the mountainous 
districts, which are uninhabited and destitute 
of provisions. Reports from Spanish sources 
state that Valmezada is advancing with his 
whole fore 
themselves in the mountains. 

The Diarao is informed that the rebel Gen- 
era} Jesus Perez has offered to surrender hin- 
seli end forces under his command, provided 
an unconeiionar pardon is granted.

NEW ORLEANS. 


Card from Gen. Buchanan. 

New ORLEANS, Jan. 20.—Gen. Mower has 
been assigned to the command of the District 
of Louisiana, with headquarters of his regi- 
ment transferred to this city. 

Gen. Buchanan has addressed a letter to 
Senator He in reply to statements con- 
tained in Gov. Varmoth’s lettor to Kellogg. 
He characterizes the Goveraor’s statement 
that he was satisfied that the State had no 
friend in Gen. Buchanan, and that no reliance 
could be placed on his active co-operation, a8 
absurd. 

He says no one is better aware than Govern- 
or Warmouth that to the active measures taken 
by him, Buchanan, was due the preservation 
of the lives of himself and all the prominent 
members of the Republican party in the Leg- 
islature and of the new State govcrament, for 
several days after the assembling of that body. 
In reference to the Metropolitan Police force, 
he says the eonstitutionality was questioned, 
and that the force wes thoroughly demoralized, 
and the Governor become alarmed. 

He details the situation of affairs at the time, 
and his reasons for advising restoration for the 
time at least of the old police force, which had 
shown its ability to maintain peace, and char- 
acterizes Gov.

KILPATRICK GN BUTLER. 


A Savage Attack on Financial Ben 
cause he Proposes to Abolish the 
Chile Mission. 


(From the Hartford Courant, Jan. 15.)

HaRrtrorpD, Conn., Jan. 14, 1969. 

Duar Sir: I have read with deep interest 
the proposition made by General Butler to 
abolish the Chile mrission as first-class, or 
tack it on to Peru, and also to consolidate 
Honduras, Guatemala, San Salvador, and Cesta 
Rica with the mission to Nicaragua; Venezuela 
and Ecuador with New Granada and the Ar- 
gcotine Confederation with Uraguay; thus dis- 

singywith nine missions—and as Gencral 
utler alleges, reducing the appropriations 
for diplomatic relations with South America 
from $114,000 to $41,000—saving $73,000. As 
you have desired me to ve you my views on 
this subject, I doso with great pleasure, not 
only because I am personally interested in the 
matter, but that you and the coun may 
know how impracticable is the. proposition of 
Genera! Butler, and that so far from reducing 
our expenees, it will but add tothem, and at 
the same time do great injustice to our sister 
republics, whieh we should honor and cherish 
above all other governments, Since the day 
aiter General Butler’s triumph in the Fifth dis- 
trict of Massachusetts, when he boasted that 
he would never rest until he had crushed Kil- 
patrick, I have been expecting his attack, and 
it has come. By plea of economy and false 
statement he has induced the House to accept 
his proposition, but I do not suppose for one 
instant that the Senate will concuror that 
the-House will adhere, after the case is more 
fally understood, or that the people will per- 
mit the secopd republic in the worid, Chile, 
to be degraded to a third or fourth-class mis- 
sion, and say to ali the other republics: ‘You 
are Of no importance to us whatever—you are 
only half-civilized and helf-breeds, anyhow, 
and it doesn’t make much difference whether 
we have representatives at your capitals 
or commercia relations with your people or 
net. 

General Batier’s proposition proves him to 
be totally ignorant of facts and of the geocra- 
phy of South America, and I ask every one be- 
fore consent is given to his movement, to ex- 
ainine the relative positions of the South 
Amcrica republics—and sce how impossible it 
would be to unite or consolidate them under 
two or three missions. Does General Butler 
know hew long it takes to go from one capital 
to another, and the expense involyed? How 
many days and weeks it takes to go from the 
coast to the capitals of Bolivia and Ecuador? 
Certainly those capitals must be visited occa- 
sionall by our ministers, and one or two visits 
will cost more then the expense of keeping a 
minister at each place, end the Government 
must pay for all this. Besides, a consolidated 
mission necessitates two or more secretaries, 
dnd if you let our ministers have the power to 
visit the capitals embraced’in their missidns 
wheu they dcem it necessary, you will soon 
learn how.much our expenses will be increased 
in place of being decreased. Let us take for 
example the missions of Bolivia, Chffe, and 
Peru consolidated, or Peru aud Chile, and see 
how the exyenses will compare with those now 
incurred. 

The salaries of our ministers at Lima and 
Santiago are £10,000 cach, and secretarigs 
#1 500 each, making in all $28,000. 

Now with the consvlidated missipn. The 
salary of the minister could be no less than 
$12,000, and should be 216,000, for he must 
have two establishments, and he could not 
live on one cent less. His secretary, witha 
salurv reg na to thet of the mission, 
should be $1,800. hen you must have a sec- 
retary a. Santiago or Lima in the minister's 
absence, and he also shonid have $1,800. This 
wakes, say (if the minister has $13,000 or 312, 
500, fer his mission would then be more im- 
portant than Brazil or Mexico) $16,000, Now 
it takes eleven days by steamer and rail to go 
from Santiago to Lima. The minister cannot 
go and return with his secretary to Santiago 
for less than 31,000. If he visits these capitals 
three timesa year—which would hardly be 
suMcient—you have 33,000 more for the Gov- 
ernment to pay, making $19,100, and the Gov- 
erument saves, by consolidating these two 
mirsiones, $3,900. But if the minister receives 
$15,000 or $16,000, which he should receive, 
the Government has lost money. To unite 
Bolivia in this mission would be ridiculous, as 
it takes days and days on horacback to go to 
its capital. Sappose the minister is in Chile, 
and they have a revolution in Peru—wav is 
to proiect our citizens In his absence? He 
Inust at Once go to the seene of danger, and 
at tLe Government's expense. How often 
these revolutions occur inall the repu.lics 
save Chile you ar® aware. Venezuela had 
from 1557 to 1859 no less than eleven revolu- 
tions. Now Venezuela and Ecuador are bebe 
united. Please osk General Butler to ex- 
amine the map and tell you what our minister 
would have done if he had been at Quito thé 
capital of Ecuador, at that time—with the 
Andes to cross ora voyage to make by the 
Isthinus and the Carribbean Sea, which would 
have taken at least six months. And then he 
says nothing about Paraguay. It would have 
been well for him to consult the Secretary of 
the Navy and ask him how much it has cost 
the navy extra in the past two years in adii- 
tion to the expenses of the mission to keep ap, 
and he would have told him over 350,000. 
And yet Geveral Butler says nothing about it. 
I don’t suppose we have had over ten Aimert- 
cans in alt that country for years, including 
the misefon. I wonder how he came to over- 
look it, Itis possible he had no ons to pan- 
ish in connection with that legation. If f un- 
derstand the spirit of our institutions, we de- 
sire to advocate, edvance, aud sustain repab- 
lican ideas. If so, shall we turn our backs on 
those weak nations who are struggling, under 

rejudice and the wrong education of ages and 

act'ons that we know but little of, to imitate 
us, and follow in our footsteps? I think not, 
but rather let us send the ablest and truest 
men in the land to all their capitals, who will 
not only live there and draw their salaries, but 
constantly work to induce them to persevere 
and go ahead in all that relates to true repub- 
licanism. From General Butler’s past record 
and present eflorta of course he does noi de- 
sire this, butit isto be hoped that ali true 
friends of the Republican parfy do. Now, one 
word in reference to Chiie, and I have done. 
What ddes General Butler kiaow of Chile? 
Absolutely nothing—just about as mueh as he 
does of tinauce. He desires to pay off the 
national debi, without paying it; and he de- 
sires to reduce our expenses and punish me, 
without accomplishing either. It would be 
well for our iegisiators to read the history

GENTLEMEN OF THE KENTUCKY STATE AGRICULTUR- 
AL SOCIETY: As your President I assume tke Chairt> 
call the meeting to order, to state that I have

I will remark that during the last year, the year 
before, and for several years past, we have been 
carrying on this association, known asthe Ken- 
tucky State Agricultural Society, without the least 
aid from ilte State of Kentucky. It has been sup- 
perted entirely by the means of private tndividu- 
als. We have been crippled very much in our 
efforta to do good by the fact that men will not, as 
private.citizens, contribute money in such a way 
as to make an organization of this kind successful. 

The ature of the State of Kentucky has, 
from year to year, either from the crippled state 
of the Treasury,or what I may be allowed to desig- 
nate as |ll-judged economy, failed to extend to us 
any pecuniary aid. 

Although this has been the ease, [can sce with 
some little pride that the enterprise has been a 
credit to the State of Kentneky. 1 feel, however, 
that the thme has come when we ought to call 
upon the State to extend ald to this fundamental! 
interest of the State. It ia an interest which lies 

at the base of al! others, and one that should not 
be refused. I do not desire to detain you by ex- 
tended remarks. The first thing in order ts to 
preserve our organization by the election of offi- 
cers for the ensulng year, after which matters of 
grave interest will be presented by members of 
the agsociation. 
SPEECH OF ROBERT W. SCOTT, ESQ. 

Robert W. Scott, Esq., made the following re- 
marks on presenting a resolution, requesting the 
Legislature to Make aD appropriation to establish 
a Board of Agriculture and Immigration for the 
State of Kentucky; 

MR. PRESIDENT: I have not deliberately prepared 
anything to say on this important question; bat I 
trust that the interest which I feel in advancing 
the matertal interests of Kentucky will, on this 
oceasion, put eloquent words into my mouth 
and elevated sentiments in my mind. I candidly 
delare to this assembly that I never before, in 
all my life of sixty years, havefelt the want of 
talent or self-confidence so much as on the pres- 
ent occasion; but [hope I may be at least able to 
inspire some otber yentleman whose ability is 
adequate to the presentation of the noble enter- 
prise in its proper light. If1 ad political aspira- 
tfons, there {s no measure within the scope of 
my knowledge upon which I would sooner make 
my stand. 

What Is it, gentlemen? A bill to advance all 
the material interests of the State In wiuich we 
live. A bill to promote the Interests of the agrt- 
culture upon which our prosperity depends. To 
increase the population of the State of Kentucky, 
What ls our condition? Whatis our vote tn pro- 
portion to that of some of our younger Sta'es? 
How do we range in the amount of products with 
our sister States? Gentlemen, I regret to say we 
are fur behind them tin all these things. 
should It be so? 


There are po physical 

way of the great railroads that are stretching 
across Missouri and Illinois. There is no want of 
intellectual capacity In the people of Kentucky 
to conceive these grand projects or to carry them 
into cxecution. Why, then, docs she still pause 
as if afrnid to tread where her younger sisters 
have goue suécessfully? It has been Said that sla- 
very was a barrier. It has gone never to return. 
It may be that ft still exerts an influence in Ken- 
tucky, that itis still a bane to our enterprise, but 
let us prove to the world that we are not sunk tn- 
to insignificance asa State. Let us arouse from 
that lethargy and we may yet accomplish these 

ings which we s0 much re in the younger 
States. Nowtls a propitious time. remember 
the first agricultural society established tn the 
State of Kentucky. It has accomplished its 
task, and the people are to-day called 
upon to establish amether of great interes: to 
Kentucky. The experience of the past and the 
encouragemeny of the fucure Ue Invitingly before 
us. I have had conference with many geatlemen 
upon this subject, and I am glad to know that 
there isa general desire to do semethiag which 
shall be progressive onthe subject. Ihave had 
the honor of a conference wit® his Excellency 
the Governor, and with many Senators and Rep- 
resentatives of the Legislature, and I feel encour- 
aged. Itis your duty to gote them and ask what 
you desire them to do.

They are 
like gold in the mine; it is useless until devel- 
oped. We all know that there Is scarcely a farmer 
in the whole country that feels that he has labor 
upon which he can depend, and something must 
be done. We must net foid our arms and say 
that, though we want labor, we cannot get it. 
That would be ashame tous. Look how our at<- 
ter State of Missouri has gone forward since 1861. 
She has since that time increased her population 
to double. ‘hy has not Kentucky doubled hers? 
On the authority of her Governor [ can gay 


done Like wise? The State y in- 
aucurated a’scheme of immigration, sent her 
agenpts to the East, and to Europe, too, for ali I 
know, and through this the tide of immigration 
has SWupt to that State, bringing prosperliy with 
it. We, gentlemen, have been old fogies; we 
have failed to make use of these means, and fave 
said: O, these things will come Mm due tims; and 
we have lost!mmensely by the operation. We 
kave waited three |] aziug years, ind 
yet evils 1 progressed 
than diminished. Both whites and blacks work 
to-day with less Interest than they did three

Daliy we sev 
in the newspapers that vast trains of emigrants 
pass through Columbus fo'ag West; but nono 
come to Kentucky.

The state of Massachusetts appropriated stx thou- 
sand dollars per annum t» her Agricultural Socie- 
ty,and made money by the ep°ration. The State of 
lilinols gave thirty :housand dollars to her Board 
of Agriculture, and ene bundred dollars to each of 
her county agricultural societies. Did the people 
cry out agalist 1!? Has the State sunk any ofher 
material interest? On the contrary her provress 
in political power has advanced with such appro- 
priailon. Tennessee cave foriy-five thousand 
dollars to her agricultural sosteiles—three o 
wem. The “tate of Wisconsin gave three thou- 
and dollars to her agricultural soctety and one 
hundred, dollars to each of her county socleties. 
I might enumerate more cases like theia, but it is 
epcughto know that they have been successful. 

This Board of Agriculture is to be composed of 
gentlemen of ability and without regard to poi- 
itics—for we are dealing in something more 
glorious and noble than politics. This ts a ques- 
"non involving ovr existence as a State. Tuoese 
boards in otber States are provided with rooms 
in the State capliol. You, gentlemen, as the pro- 
ducers of the wealth of Kentucky, have a right 
to ask this Legislature to make such arrange- 
ments for you. Ifthe Legislature falters in this, 
cannot we point them to its success in other 
States? Can wenot defythem to point out one 
single case where such an appropriation mot 
with a protest from the people? Let us ask this 
of the Legisiatnre, andI do not think we will bé 
denied.

Captains 
will not be permitted to act as quartermasters or 
commissaries for their companies, but such mat- 
ters will be embraced in departments properly 
orgapized for that purpose.” 

A prominent and reliable Republican of 
Georgia took it upon himself to tnquire of the 
sheriffs, clerks and ordinartes in attendance on 
the convention in Atlanta, as to the condition of 
affairs in their several localities. One bundred 
and thirteen counties were represented, among 
the officers of which his inquiries were general. 
He gives as a result that, without a single excep- 
tion, they report the prevalence of peace, quiet 
and good order. A kind feeling exists between 
the white and colored population. The people 
are animated by a common purpose to obey the 
laws, preserve order and good feeling, and de- 
vote themreives to their individual pursuits.

Curreacy Reform. 

Commissioner Wells has_ graphically 
shown in his recent admirable report on 
gur national finances that our national 
development is retarded, and our pros- 
perity intertered with by the two gigantic 
evils of a depreciated currency and an 
absurd and ruinous tariff. Of these two 
evils the former is by far the most serious, 
and we shall never have a prosperous and 
healthy condition of trade, nor a perfect 
restoration of the public credit, until we 
have gotten completely and forever rid of 
our abnormal and vicious money sys- 
tem. It is this which disturbs 
business, keeping it in a chronic state 
of excitement and alarm; it is this that 
prevents the improvement of the public 
credit, and renders so deplorable the con- 
dition of the poor. Under it the rich 
become richer and richer, the poor poorer 
and poorer. It threatens the Government 
with bankruptcy, and society with revolu- 
tion. It is manifestly the first duty of 
Congress and the people to free the nation 
of this powerful element of mischief. @ 

Currency reform should be made the 
question of the hour. The finan- 
cial problem once solved and finally 
disposed of, our social and _ politi- 
cal dissensions would be divested of 
neerly all their danger and difficulty. 

We want a currency of equal value, and 
in harmony with the money used by other 
nations. We want to “assiinilate the arti- 
ficial to the natural measure of value, and 
to make the movements of national money 
correspond witb, instead of counteracting, 
the movements of international money or 
bullion.” This we cannot have so long as 
the greenback system is suffered to remain 
in existence. The existence of an enor. 
mous public debt in the form of State notes 
not drawing interest, due, but not paid on 
demand, precludes the pessibility of a sound 
and stable money system. Until we get 
completely rid of our greenbacks we shall 
have no financial repose, no high 
state of national credit, and any plan of 
currency reform that stops short of com- 
plete extinction of the greenback debt is 
entirely inadmissible, for the reason that it 
leaves undone the very thing which stands 
in the way of anyreform whatever. There 
is nothing gained by blinking the fact that 
our greenback system is an unmitigated 
nuisance. Vain, expensive and dangerous 
will be our efforts toward a better state of 
things if we continue tovignore this fact. 
So long as the greenback debt remains un- 
paid we will be compelled to employ 
them to perform the functions of 
money. There is absolutely no other use 
to which they oan be put; hence they nec- 
essarily exclude any system of money not 
based upon them, just as undera solvent 
banking system no notes not based on coin 
can circulate ascurrency. The greenbacks 
cannot be exported like gold, in liquidation 
of foreign balances; we cannot return them 
to the issuer when they arein excess of 
the requirements of trade as we do bank 
notes. Norcan we hoard them, for they 
draw no interest, and possess no intrinsic 
value. All we can do is to keep them iv 
active circulation im the channels of trade, 
there to remain unti] the Government 
either retires them or they decline 
and become valuciess in our hands. 
Such a system does not admit of improve- 
ment, and renders abortive all attempts to 
introduce a superior system. The only 
treatment that will avail anything in this 
case is to permanently retire the notes 
from circulation. In one word, the only 
way of settling the financial question hon- 
orably is to pay the greenbacks. Their 
non-payment is simply a disgrace to the 
nation, and it is idle to expect any appre- 
ciation of the national credit until this 
debt is paid, or put in some different shape 
Our bonds might possibly survive a foreign 
invasion or civil commotion, but in such 
anevent the greenback system would in- 
evitably collapse, and just at a time, too, 
when a monetary disturbance would be 
most fatal to the interests of the country. 
The baneful effects of this system upon 
trade, industry and public morals are too 
well known to be dilated upon here. Na- 
tional honor, the interests of trade, social 
health and political stability all demand 
the removal of this blot on the 
national escutcheon, but, alas! the Govern- 
ment is too poor to pay, and opr legislators, 
those who control the public purse, 


are more intent on meking new

debte thay paying... old. ones 
But perhaps this new-born zeal for specie 
payments may result.im some good. True, 
it is like offering to Carry a man on your 
back when he simply asks to be assisted 
to walk. Now specie resumption is one 
thing and retirement of the greenbacks 
quite another. If the country is doomed 
to hold on to its greenbacks until the Gov- 
ernment is able to pay them in gold, we 
have surely a long and dismal future before 


us. 

Our earnest advocates of specie payment 
forget that nobody has asked for that mode 
of payment. All that is asked is, that 
the greenback debt be toon paid 
in some fair and equitable manner, and 
the field left clear for the establishment of 
asound and beneficent system of paper 
currency. It seems to us that this thing 
of specie redemption is entirely an affair 
ot the banks,and it is a matter about 
which they will never be in earnest until 
the permanent retirement of the green- 
backs forces them to take it into active 
consideration. It also seems to us that 
Senator Morton, Mr. Greeley, and the Sec- 


retary of the Treasury are on the wrong 
track in devising projects of specie re- 
sumption, so far as the greenbacks are con- 
cerned. They still further err by proposing 
to add from 25 to 30 per cent. to the value 
of the greenback debt; with amazing 
generosity offering to pay 100 cents for 
what any one will surrender for about 70 
cents. But this advance in the value of 
its notes to par is inseparable from any 
scheme of specie redemption by the 
Treasury. Besides, these plans necessi- 
tate a hoarding of gold; and that is a 
strange policy which refuses to appropriate 
every dollar of its means of payment as 
soon as received, but prefers locking it up 
in a strong box to be used at some remote 
period, while an interst-bearing debt, and an 
overdue demand debt, is allowed to re- 
main undiminished, because forsooth there 
isnot gold enough in the Treasury to pay 
the whole of it. Itis difficult to conceive 
for whatother purpose—after payment of 
current expenses—the Treasury needs 
money than to pay its obligations; and it 
is surely better to save interest than to 
hoard. We think the common sense ot 
tax-payers will see the matter in this 
light, and fail to recognize any very supe- 
rior financial wisdom and sagacity in 
a policy which prefers to pay one 
or two years hence at the cost of 
adding one-third to the amount of the 
debt, instead of paying now and saving 
this advance. In the former case the last 
holder of the note gains, and the tax-pay- 


ers lose. In the latter case nobody loses,¢ 


and the nation at large saves. Contrac- 
tion, not hoarding of treasure, should be 
the policy of the Government. And why 
should it not cancel its surplus currency 
revenue, instead of reissuing the notes 
again? 

There are only three modes of getting rid 
of the greenbacks—repudiation, funding, 
and payment outright. The first is out of 
the question. The second in the present 
condition of the public credit is rightly 
deemed too expensive, although in some 
form or other is infinitely preferable, and 
in the end would be much cheaper than 
the continuation of the wasteful green 
back system. The third is best because 
least expensive, and admits of being done 
gradually, without a resort to increased 
taxation. It consists in exchanging its 
surplus geld for greenbacks at current 
rates, and the cancellation of the green- 
backs. Moreover it is only by the prelimi- 
nary adoption of one of these methods 
that he Ttreasury will ever be able to resume 
coin payments. The funding process 
would undoubtedly be too rapid and vio- 
lent for the interests of the country. The 
method by contraction, therefore, alone re- 
mains. If specie payments are ever re- 
sumed by the Government, it will be be- 
cause it has previously largely reduced the 
amount of its outstanding notes. Their 
present volume is too vast to admit now, 
or at any time, of a condition of thé Treas- 
ury that would warrant its undertaking to 
redeem them in coin on demand. Of course 
it could @mmence coin payment at any 
moment, but the difficulty would be one 
of continuance. The much abused policy 
of contraction is therefore a condition pre- 
cedent of specie payment, and it would 
seem to be the first duty of our legislative 
financicrs to contrive some means of har- 
monizing that policy with the general in- 
terests of the country. On the whole, we 
cannot help thinking that the notion that 
contraction should precede resumption is 
sufficiently true of the financial sit- 
uation to entitle it to the rank of a maxim. 
National economy and currency reform 
should be made the watchwords of the 
hour. 


Forney on the Colored Race. 

Col. Forney, in his last letter under the 
signature of “Occasional,” speaks at con- 
siderable length of the colored men’s con 
vention lately in session at Washington. 
Ilis letter shows that,whatever the color of 
his epidermis may be, he has no more white 
blood in his veins than a Caffre or Hotten- 
tot, whose maternal ancestors never saw & 
white man. 

Forney stops at no limits or bounds 
in his enthusiastic praises of the 
negro convention. He compares or 
rather contrasts it with “the men who 
deliberate between the marble walls of 
yonder capitol,” giving the preterence, of 
course, to the negroes over the people who 
deliberate, “between the marble walls.’ 
We despise Congress, but he is a little t0o 
hard upon it. He does not believe that 
any other race on earth, under similar cir- 
cumstances, could have chosen such dele- 
gates as were in thenegro convention. He 
does not care “what ‘their coufitry, 
color, or creed.” He says that the 
specches of the negroes would 
have shamed “many a white man’s 
picked convention.” He tells us that he in- 
voluntarily asked himself how many con- 
ventions of the “great ones,” the master 
spirits, the giant intellects of the old world 
meeting to reconstruct governments, had 
ever surpassed, or could surpass, these ne- 
groes gathered at Washington. And he 
enumerates some of the greatest political 
conventions of the eighteenth and nine 
teenth centuries, setting this negro assem- 
blage high above the heads of them all. 

Here we see the strong, the inevitable 
the perhaps irresistible tendency of the 
Radicalism of the day. That tendency is 
to teach both whites and blacks that the 
latter are not merely the equal but the 
superior race. The negroes, slow and 
stupid at learning salutary lessons, are apt 
and quick to learn this. There is not an 
armed negro militia man in the country, 
probably not a single negro subsisting 
upon theft, robbery and plunder, who does 
not regard himself as occupying a higher 
place in the scale of being than the white 
men around him, whom, by the grace of 
Congress, he despoils and dominates. 


Immigration to Kentucky. 

The Kentucky Legislature will undoubt- 
edly attempt to do something during its 
present session in the way of inviting and 
encouraging foreign immigration-into the 
State. We cannot suppose that the 
measure will meet with much opposition. 
Certainly it will receive a cordial support 
from all who have a true appreciation of 
the State’s true interests and an honest 
regard for them. Its expediency and im- 
portance are not questionable. A proposi- 
tion to organize a company for inducing 
immigration into this section of Kentucky 
was submitted to the members of the 
Legislature severa] years ago by Mr. Ro- 
bards, of Jefferson. It was shown to us 
by Mr. R., and we had not the least doubt 
of its adoption. It could not by any pos- 
sibility, if adopted, have done the least in- 
jury; it seemed certain to do a great deal of 
good. It would have been advantageous 
alike to the immigrants, to the company, 
and tothe public. Money would have beer 
brought from abroad, our population would 
bave been increased, the truest wealth 
of a State, hardy and industrious labor, 
would have been secured to us, and vast 
tracts of land, at present lying waste and 
unproductive, would ere now have been in 
the highest state of cultivation. 


Pardon Peddling. 

The pardon peddlers at Washington, 
those who are the most active in getting 
special bills through Congress for the par- 
don of individuals, are, as might naturally 
be supposed, the most violent of all the op- 
posers of a general amnesty. At the very 
thought of such a measure their gorge rises 
like saliva into their mouths. 

These peddlers and piddlers want the 
retail pardoning business kept up. To de- 
stroy it would involve the destruction of 
their craft. They want it continued in- 
definitely, or at least throughout the life- 
time of the present generation. They wish 
to use it as a partisan agency and an 
agency for pecuniary speculation. They 
find that they can secure the political sup- 
port of this, that or the other citizen and 
perhaps a handsome fee in money by ob- 
taining or promising to obtain a special 
pardon for him through their influence in 
or with Congress. The enactment of a 
special law for each particular citizen may 
extend the discreditable though profitable 
traffic to the end of the century. No won- 
der the infamous pardon-hunters fight 
against the President’s Amnesty Proclam- 
ation as a monstrous aggression upon their 
peculiar interests and rights. They don’t 
say to an applicant for pardon, How guilty 
are you; what are your present feelings 
toward the Government, and what will 
probably be your course in any emergen- 
cies that may hereafter arise? But, Will 
you vote with our party, and how much 
will you pay for our valuable services in 
getting your case through Congress? 

This pardoning by retail not only in- 
volves most odious discriminations be- 
tween cases in regard to which there 
should be none whatever, it not only in- 
volves the grossest and guiltiest injustice 
toward hundreds of thousands of persons 
quite as meritorious as the Sspecially par- 
doned and in most cases more so, but 
must necessarily consume a large*portion 
of the time of Congress and greatly in- 
crease.the expenses of national legislation. 
Let our readers judge from one case how 
these matters are managed. A few days 
ago abill came up in the Senate to re- 
move the disabilities of R. W. Best and 
Sam. F. Phillips. Mr. Howard, of Michi- 
gan, one of a self-constituted committee of 
vigilance to prevent the pardon of any 


P Democrat, asked who these people were. 


Senator Wilson, of Massachusetts, vouched 
for them, and explained that they were 
tw subordinate and late-elected officers of 
a courtin North Carolina. Howard, dis- 
satisfied, perhaps, at not having been 
youchsafed the privilege of a fin- 
ger in the pie, said rather gruff- 
ly, “I am _ not satisfied with the 
explanation.” Mr. Abbott, a carpet-bag 
Senator from North Carolina, whose fore- 
finger looked as stickey asif it had been 
in a hundred pies, jumped up and said, 
“Both of these men voted for Grant,” and 
he evidently thought that not another 
word need besaid. Even this, however, 
did not fully satisfy the rather obstinate 
Michigan Senator. He held out for further 
satisfaction. But, after a little private con- 
Jerence, the sayings and doings of which 
were unknown, except to the parties to it, 
he graciously and gracefully relented, and 
ennounced to the Senate that he would 
go for the proposed pardons. On the 
same Gay and in thesame manner the bill 
was hurried, precipitated, rattled through 
the lower house, and Messrs. Best and 
Phillips stood forth “redeemed, regen- 
erated and disenthralled,” enjoying the 
offices to which they had been elected, and 
ready to be elected to any number in the 
future. 

Who can be surprised at the Radical re- 
tailers,peddlers,bucksters, for thinking that 
the destruction of their political and 
financial resources by a general amnesty 
would be worse than Vandalism. You 
wouldn't have the poor things forced to go 
to work— would you? 


Negro Juries in Florida. 

Negro jurors have become very un- 
popular in Florida, unpopular even with 
the carpet-baggers and scaiawags, who 
find it wholly impossible to obtain justice 
from them against negro contestants. The 
black juries do not ask what are the merits 
of a case before them, but who are the 
parties to it. They always render verdicis 
in favor of carpet-baggers and scalawags 
against Democrats, but they always decide 
jn favor of negroes against carpet-baggers 
and scalawags. The Florida papers say 
that there has been no instance of a negro 
jury’s decision of a case against a negro.

But we say to those white-skinned hu- 
man beings who pushed the negro into the 
jury-box in Florida and elsewhere, that we 
have not, on ther account, the slightest re- 
gret for any injustice that may be done by 
negro jurors. If they fall into their own 
pit, if they fecl upon their own shoulders 
the scourge they have braided, if they find 
themselves caught in their own man-trap, 
if they chance to be crushed by their own 
dead-fall, no sighs need be breathed, no 
tears shed forthem. It is from them and 
such as they that the negro has learned 
the lesson that his honored race can do no 
wrong.

Franxrort?, Jan. 20, 
THE CAPITAL QUESTION. 

This morning, at the hour appointed for the 
resumption of the consideration of the Capi- 
tal question, the galleries, lobbies and aisle: 
of the House of Representatives were, as on 
yesterday, filled with anxious spectators. The 
first thing to be decided upon was Mr. Jeffer- 
son’s amendment to the bill proposing re- 
commitment, with instructions tu the commit- 

for the issue of 

amount of $1,000,000 

for the erection of public buildings on the ap- 
proval of the measure by a majority of the 
qualified voters of the Commonwealth at the 
ensuing Augustelection. The vote upon this 
amendment being taken, stood: yeas, 42; nays, 
52, and the Speaker therefore decided it lost. 
The amendment submitted by Mr. Browne, of 
Washington, being now in order, a very visi- 
ble fluttering was discernible among many of 
those present, both members and spectators, 
for it was felt that this would decide the fate 
of the original bill Browne’s amendment, it 
will be remembered, provides in effect that 
the bill shall be inoperative unicss sanctioned 
by the vote of the people. After one or two 
short speeches by advocates of the proposi- 
tion to appropriate the sum of $200,000 to- 
ward the enlargement and improvement of the 
State-house and public buildings at Frank- 
fort, the vote was taken amid a breathless si- 
lence. The yote was close, and as member 
after member responded pro and con the 
issue scemed very doubtful; but when all the 
votes were told the evidences of elation on 
the one side and of depression on the other 
showed that all, or nearly all, regarded the 
question as virtually settled, so far at least as 
the action of this@Legislature is concerned. 

Several amendments were subsequently of- 
fered, and finally the bill with the amend- 
ments was, on the motion of Mr. Rice, re- 
committed to the Committee on Public Build- 
ings, with instructions to report on Monday 
next atllo’clock. Your correspondent can- 
net but regard itas a most fyrtunate thing 
that this long mooted question seems now to 
be placed in the way of being decided, and 
decided as it should be by the voice of the 
people of the Commonwealth. Ifthe proposi- 
tion goes before the people in its present 
shape, every one voting for it will of course 
understand that an expression in favor of the 

$200,000 will be tantamount to a declaration 
for the appropriation of that and such addi- 
tional sums as may be necessary for the 
erection of a State House and séuiteble 
public buildings at Frankfort. 
THE HELM RESOLUTION. 

It will be gratifying to ninety-nine hun- 
dredths of the Kontucky readers of the 
CoURIER-JOURNAL to learn that the House 
resolution appropriating five thousand dol- 
lars, equivalent to a year’s salary and per- 
quisites, for the benefit of the family of the 
late Governor Helm, passed the Senate to- 
day. Governor Helm’s best days were de- 
voted to his State. Kentuckians have never 
heretofore been ungrateful, and God forbid 
they should be so in a case like this. 

RICHMOND PRINTING COMPANY. 

Mr. Chenault, of Madison, to-day obtained 
leave to introduce a bill to incorporate the 
“Richmond Printing Co.,"’ under which ehar- 
ter it is intended to establish in Richmond a 
first-class newspaper. The paper will be un- 
der the editorial direction of one of the most 
experienced newspaper men of Kentucky, and 
one long connected with the press of Louls- 
ville. ‘the mission of the new paper will be 
to develop the resources and chronicle the im- 
provements of that rich region of our Siate, 
and also to promote, so far as may be done by 
arguments, facts, and figures, the more gen- 
eral commercial intercourse of the blue grasa 
and mountain regions with its natural home 
market, Louisville, over the cheap, direct, and 
expedifious route of the lately finished rail- 
road, 


LADIES IN THE SENATE. 

This morning the Senate chamber was hon- 
ored with their presence by quite a number of 
ladies, some of them quite beautiful. Just as 
they came in a motion for adjournment was 
about to be carried, bnt the change wrought 
by their presence was almostlike magic. The 
Senator from Breckinridge suddeniy discov- 
ered thata most important special order had 
been overlooked, and the Senator from Ballard 
and McCracken, as I thought somewhat more 
ingenuously,; cenfessed that he opposed ad- 
journment because of the fair ladies in atteud- 
ence. 

THE AGRICULTURAL CONVENTION. 

The Agricultural Convention, as it will be 
seen from the report published elsewhere, met 
to-day at 12m., and, after the election of offi- 
cers for the ensuing year, proceeded ,to the 
transaction of business. Hon. Robert Mal- 
lory was re-clected President. Your corre- 
spondent gravely took his scat among the 
highly respectab!c and intelligent-looking del- 
egates, in the faint hope that he might pass 
fora Bluegrass farmer, but when the time 
came for taking part in the proceedings his 
heart failed him. The truth is, your corres- 
pondent is no farmer, and has he an overwhelm- 
ing conviction that his experiences would 
turn out not unlike those of the renowned Spar- 
rowgrase should he ever seriously venture 
upon the avocation. But though as a raiser 
of corn and a propagator of Durham cattle, 
mavy beans and mammoth turnips, Iam with 
good reason apprehensive that I weuld scarcely 
even under the mest advantaveous circum- 
stances prove a success, I can yet fully com- 
prehend that the agricultural interest 1s the 
one in which the people of Kentucky are most 
profoundly interested. 

The time has come when it must be demon- 
strated whether a State Society is to be the 
effective and potent instrument for advancing 
our agricultural interests, or whether the de- 
cay under which it has languished for severa: 
years past is to result in speedy dissolution. 
From the attendance to-day,albeit not so large 
or general as could have been wished, as well 
as what was donc, 1 augur thata tide in the 
direction of prosperity has set in in the atfuirs 
of the Society. 

THE BOARD OF AGRICULTURE AND IMMI@RA- 
" i098”. 

The suggestion of Gov. Stevenson with 
reference to the establishmeut of a Bureau of 
Agriculture is one which well deserves to be 
acted upon, and which has not been lost upon 
the convention. The experiment has been 
sufficiently tried in other States to prove 
the efficacy of sucha board for the collection 
of valuable statistical information, the com- 
parison and analysis of different soils the 
testing of the mode of culture proper for dif- 
ferent localitics, and the dissemination and 
development of agricultural science. The 
Legislature will without doubt see the pro- 
priety of seconding the convention in fur 
thering the interests of agriculture in every 
feasible wey. A well considered bill has bee 
prepared and was this morning reported to the 
Senate, intended to mect the end in view 

THE LABOR QUESTION 

This is a most importantand scrious subject 
with the people, and especially the farmers of 
Kentucky, just at present, and no agricultural 
meeting held within the limita of the Com. 
monwealth could’ reasonably ignore it. When 
slavery existed our people knew what to de- 
pend upon, but now that philanthropic New 
Englanders have carried the day we find as a 
consequence that our labor system is vastly 
deteriorated. Whilst Sambo 
had masters they were industrious 
and useful, though huinble mem- 
bers of society; but now that they are taught 
to think of political rights, and, above all, 
imbued with the idea that they needn’t work 
if they don’t feel like it, they are every day 
becoming more and more worthless and un- 
reliable, I trust that I may be mistaken in 
my ratiocination, but I have little other ex- 
pectation than that we shall in the next ten 
years see the formerly contented and happy 
and in his sphere useful negro siave in the 
role of the irredeemable Americana pariah. 
Under these circumstances, and with sucha 
prospect, it becomes a necessity that the peo- 
ple of Kentucky should look out for a supply 
somewhere else of the demand for labor. 

FOREIGN IMMIGRATION. 

And as a matter of course the remedy for 
our trouble is looked forin the promotion of 
the immigration of industrious foreign labor- 
ers, Every year, and every week, many emi- 
grants reach eur sea-board cities, who, if they 
could be diverted to Kentueky, would be pre- 
cisely what we want. Measures must be taken 
to influence such immigration. Kentucky 
possesses attractions that if understood and 
appreciated could not fail very soon to fill the 
State with reliable laborers from Scotland, 
Germany and other European countries. All 
that is necessary is that the inducements shell 
be known; the agricultural interest demands 
that the proper steps should be taken at once 
for securing so desirable a result.” Tbe bill 
presented this morning looks alike to the 
agricultural and labor interests, and it strikes 
your correspondent that the duty of 
pessing that or some similar ‘law is 
imperstive upon the Gencral Assembly.

The dress was finished to her satisfaction, and 
she felt as proud as the Queen of Sheba start- 
ing out to see King Solomon. Her delight 
was, however, tly lessened when the bil 
of the dress-maker camein, She was indiz- 
nant beyond measure—seventy-five dollars for 
merely making and fitting a dress! Such ex- 
tortion was not to be borne, and she fiatly 
refused toliquidate. The dress-maker brought 
euit, and the fashionable ‘lad 5 loyed two 
first-class lawyers, determined to fight it out 
to the bitter end. 
The lawyers advised her to compromise, and 
pay $50, and she finally agreed to do so, but 
the dress-maker now put on her buekram and 
refused to take a cent less than the $75. The 
case was a very interesting one.

Garesche and Mead. for the lady oi 
fashion, The court room was filled. with a 
erowd of female witnesses. Some fourteen 
dress-makers were sworn, and their testimony 
was as variegated as a morning gown—no two 
of them agreed. One said she was familiar 
with such work, and made dresses for fashion- 
abes, and $15 was a fair price for such a dress 
es this; another thought 875 waa cheap;
